According to instructions received 
by the local draft board the great m a­ 
jority of the men they examine from 
now on for physical defects will have 
to be given a re-examination at some 
nearby hospital, likely York. 
As the 
members of the local board interpret 
the ruling the only men they can final­ 
ly accept are those who are absolute­ 
ly perfect accur ling to army stan­ 
dards, and the only ones they can 
finally reject are imbeciles, cripple*, 
men totally blind, or with some other 
defect that makes them entirely un­ 
fit for work. 
Men with physical 
defects 
that 
formerly were cause 
for 
rejection 
m ust go to York for further tests. 
For instance some were dropped here 
for the firsw draft by reason of hav­ 
ing flat feet. 
They will have to go 
to York the 
next 
time. 
Defective 
vision in another thing on which the 
local board cannot act finally. 
A man 
totally deaf in one ear must be sent 
on to the district board. 
The local exam iners were given a 
list of hospitals at which these re­ 
examinations may be held and asked 
to tell which was the nearest to Get­ 
tysburg. 
They replied 
that 
York 
came within the easiest traveling dis­ 
tance. 
The oniv other hospitals men­ 
tioned in this section were Harris­ 
burg and Lancaster. 
It is understood that the district 
advisory medical bourd sits only from 
three to five o’clock in the afternoon. 
This will mean that all the registrants 
who go from here will have to spend 
tw o days on the trip, staying at York 
over night. 
That the United Slates 
government will 
have lo pay their 
expenses for this loss of time and 
travel is understood. 
The order which has so vital an e f­ 
fect on future delrberatim s of the 
board is for the evident purpose of 
doing away with the large percentage 
of men rejected after they 
get 
to 
catnip. 
This has been the experience 
with practically 
every 
board. 
The 
order in purt is as follows: 
“ In view of the contemplation of a 
further investigation and classifica­ 
tion of rcgistt ants physically qualifi­ 
ed for special and 
limited 
military 
service, who have not the physical 
qualification* 
for general 
military 
service, and in view of the decision to 
accept som e registrants for general 
military service with remediable de­ 
fects, who are otherwise physically 
and mentally qualified 
for 
military 
service, the following new regulations 
for the physical examination of re­ 
gistrants 
by the 
physician on 
the 
local board become necessary. 
“ Local 
boards con accept regis­ 
trants for general 
military service 
only when they come within the stan­ 
dards for 
unconditional 
acceptance 
with or without remediable defects. 
“ Local boards can reject registrants 
for general m ilitary service only when 
the registrant com es within the stan­ 
dards o f unconditional rejection. 
“ All other registrants must be re­ 
ferred by the local board to the medi- 
caJ advisory board for further ex a m i­ 
nation and classification. 
“ Physicians on the local board are 
not required to make a complete e x ­ 
amination of every registrant. 
The 
moment the physician on the local 
board finds a mental or physical d e­ 
fect placing the registrant within the 
standards of unconditional rejection 
the physician on the local board shall 
indicate this. 
“ The moment the physician on the 
local board finely a defect which does 
not come within the standards of un­ 
conditional rejection, but takes the 
registrant out of the class within the 
standards of unconditional acceptance, 
he wall refer the registrant to the 
medical advisory board and so indi­ 


cate this. 
“ Registrants can not be declared 
physically qualified for general mili­ 
tary service until the complete e x ­ 
amination has been made by the p h y­ 
sician on the local board, with the 
finding that the candidate cornea in 
every instance within the standards 
of unconditional acceptance 
with or 
without remediable defect. 
Then it 
is so noted and recorded, and if there 
is a remediable defect, this is also 
recorded.”
